Many farmers, it is said by some 


officials, are willing to "take a 
•chance" and save the"expense of hail 
insurance by withdrawing from, the 
state fund; others do not .desire to 
bind themselves to insurance until 
they ascertain whether or not they 
will have/a crop. Some areas are 


• supposed-to be particularly liable to 


hail and others free from it, and 
farmers in the former desire insur- 
ance while in1 the latter areas they 
wish to drop it. This natural devel- 
opment, according to one ( official, 
will lead te a steady decrease in the 
hail...insurance acreage' .so .long as 
.the same rate applies to every, sec- 


tion of the state, and in the end will 
.result in. only, .those areas- particu- 
larly liable to hail being . insured, 
which would force a very high .in- 
surance rate.

Mr. Shafer, quoting the law, said 
that' the legislature provided that all 
unexpended balances existing in tfie 
hafl insurance fund from whatever 
sources ^derived must bV converted 
into the surplus funi, until the fund

000 the excess levy should -be turned 
bade to the department" to 'pay losses 
the nest year. The present surplus 
of, the department is placed at *3>- 
900,000, of which £900,000 was from 
interest and penalty and over-collec- 
tion of takes prior to last July 1. 


"Accordingly, in clear and unmis- 


takable language, both- -the legisla- 
ture in 1921 and 1923 provided that 
the total .losses occurring in .any one 
year must be paid only out of the 
funds available from the indemnity 
acreage tax levied for that year, and 
that in 'case such indemnity tax 
shall be insufficient to. pay such 
losses must be pro-rated," said the 
opinion of Mr. Shafer.

Jefferson Steiner, of Wash­ 
burn Lignite Coal Company, 
Gives Views of City 


The seriousnes.i of increasing ju ­ 
venile dilinqscncy was driven home 
with emphasis by 
Supreme 
Court 
Justice W. L. Nuessle 
before 
the 
Kiwanis club at its weekly luncheon 
today. 
That there has been an increase 
is borne out by reform institutions, 
educational heads, juvenile 
judges 
and other agencies, the speaker told 
the Kiw.nnians. 
Perhaps, he added, 
there is not a greater increase than 
there is in crime among adults. 
The difference between a good boy, 
and a bad boy, or a good man and a 
bad man, Judge Nuessle told his au­ 
ditors, is “the turning of a hand” at 
sometime or other in .the person’s 
life. 
‘‘Every man,” he said, ‘‘ought to 
live so that his life would be a good 
, example for the children who look 
up to him. And every man, no mat­ 
te r who he may be, has some child 
who is looking to him. 
It is a m at­ 
ter of individual responsibility.” 
W ithout seeking to ascribe what 
may be the manifold reasons for the 
present condition Judge Nuessle said 
that if he could suggest anything it 
probably 
would be 
the 
American 
home. 
There has been a decline of dis­ 
cipline in the home, he said. 
Most 
parents desire that there children 
avoid the difficulties and tribula­ 
tions that they endured; and in en­ 
deavoring to make 
the life of 
the 
child easier, often an 
injustice is

While, he said, misedu- 
cation may wreck the life of a child, 
few parents visit the public schools, 
knpw the teachers or consider what 
the children arc being taught.

CHEAP FUEL 
Edison backs Steinmetz in predicting that we are close 
to the day when coal—instead of V>eing shipped to consum­ 
ers at great transportation co.st and effort — will be con­ 
verted into electricity at the mines.
